The Acting CHAIHMAM (General Canine) recalled previous Board approval 
of the draft revision of Appendix B 0 which had been sent to LSXB for consider- 
ation and stated that the ad hog coaaittee now reeeaaended approval of two 
papers in further elarifleaticn of that docuBant. Qbs s he aaid 0 was desig- 
nated "RZHXBS? l n to the proposed revision* which defined aore specifically 
the several categories of GG6QMT; the ether paper ree o aaan ded revision of two 
paragraphs of the revision previously approved. Re iaforaad the ambers that 
it had been suggested that the latter rseouasudation be amnded bgr the insert- 
ion of the word "eoraplexh before the words "changing callsign" in paragraphs 
1A and IB* thereby bringing the reoonaandation into agreemot with British 
proposals on the subject. He proposed that* with this oaantaant* the ad hoe 
eondttee roeaasMndstiens contained In USC1B 13/294 be approved;, and the Seere- 
tasy be instructed to prepare the proposals for forwarding to LSXB for 
consideration o 

The wfeere approved the ad hoe oonittee roc cmandatl onB* subject to 
the amandnent suggested by the Acting Chairman. 

MR. ASCSTRONG suggested that the ad hoe eosnlttoe be com winded for the 
efficient Banner in whioh they completed a very difficult job in such a short 
period of tine.

The Aeting CHAXHHAB (General Canine) stated that in connection with this 
problem, it should be assumed that Revised Appendix B has already been for- 
warded to LSXB. Ho said that he wished to report, as Coordinator, that plana 
for the U.K. party of five aaebe rs to visit Korea to observe the conduct of 
GQMXHT operations under combat conditions were being f 'emulated, and that 
Australian participation in this visit had been clarified. He added that the 
eonsurranee of CXNCFB in the visit had been requested but that no reply had 
yet been received. 



QBHBRAL SAMFOBD stated, in connection with the position of the British 
on the question of ferret aircraft, that the Air Fores had notified the Com- 
mander, FBAP of the illegality of the p roced u re now being used, and directed 
its discontinuance for the tins being. He added that the Air Perce hoped 
that the visit to Korea would clarify British views, psndtting reconsideration 
of the natter at a later date.
